About 170 vases, sculptures, and ceramic objects from nearly every collection 
of The Cleveland Museum of Art — Ancient, Islamic, European, New World, and 
Oriental. Also on display for the first time are Oriental ceramics from 
the Greta and Severance A. Millikin Collection. The many ceramic styles 
represented in the exhibition include particularly fine examples of the 
following:

Significance: The exhibition explores the multi-faceted craft of master potters in nearly 



every major style, from all cultures and periods. Selected from over 2000 
ceramic objects in the Museum T s permanent collections and never before 
seen together, the pieces show the range of shapes, materials, textures, 
glazes, and decorative styles in the history of ceramics. The exceptional 
breadth of the Museum collections can be appreciated in such diverse master- 
pieces as a rare and unusually well preserved white-ground Lekythos or oil 
flask painted by Douris (Athenian, 5th c.); a colorful horse of glazed 
earthenware from a T T ang Dynasty tomb (Chinese, 7th-8th c.); and an exquisite 
eighteenth-century French tureen from the fashion-setting Vincennes factory.
